Hotel,  April  30  to  May  2 inclusive.  As  usual,  when  we  meet  in  Milwaukee 
for  any  occasion,  most  of  the  guests  had  a good  time.  The  paid 

registerations  were  506,  the  guests  coming  from  28  states  and  Canada. 
Fifty  dealers  had  55  bourse  tables.  Twenty-six  exhibitors  used  57  cases 
and  there  was  some  nice  material  exhibited  — the  exhibits  and  bourse 

were  well  lighted. 

The  Numismatic  Gallery  conducted  an  auction  of  fine  material  and 
also  contributed  the  four  ribbons  for  the  exhibit  awards  which  were 

as  follows:  First  place,  Verne  E.  DeRemer,  The  Development  and  Manu- 
facture of  Coinage.  Second  place,  M.  Burgett,  Encased  Postage  Stamps. 
Third  Place,  Earl  C.  Brown,  Ancient  Greek  Coins.  Fourth  place,  Walter 
Boeyer,  German  Porcelain  Money. 

The  CSNS  Plaque  for  Best  in  Show  went  to  Col.  James  W.  Curtis 

for  his  exhibit  of  several  cases  of  articles  used  as  money  during  the 
past  2,000  or  more  years,  all  well  documented. 

The  banquet  Saturday  evening  was  "mc'ed"  by  Lillard  Culver.  Medal 

of  Merit  was  presented  to  Elston  G.  Bradfield  in  appreciation  of  his 

many  contributions  to  the  science  of  numismatics.  The  Past  President's 
Medal  was  presented  to  Col.  James  W.  Curtis  although  he  was  not  a 
"Past"  President  until  the  following  day.

He  suceeds  Stuart  Mosher,  who  has  retired  because  of 
poor  health  and  now  becomes  Editor  Emeritus. 
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BIRTH  OF  A BLUE  RIBBON  WINNER 

(Do  you  recall  the  blue  ribbon  exhibit  winner  at  last  Spring's 
Milwaukee  Convention?  Your  Editor  was  curious  as  to  just  how  it  was 
conceived  and  developed,  and  is  pleased  to  give  you  the  story  as  told 
by  Verne  E.  DeRemer,  Waukesha,  Wis.,  the  man  who  made  the  display.) 

When  I started  collecting  coins  some  years  ago  and  became  conscious 
of  mint  marks  I also  became  curious  about  the  mints,  especially  the  old 
mints  that  played  such  an  important  historical  part  In  our  early  coinage. 

I have  read  a great  deal  about  U.S.  coins  and  the  many  famous 
collections  that  have  been  assembled,  the  rarity  of  the  various  mint  marks, 
etc.,  but  found  very  little  information  on  the  mints  themselves,  such  as 
pictures  of  the  original  buildings,  what  became  of  them,  whether  they 
are  still  In  use,  etc. 

I asked  Hubert  L.  Polzer,  Milwaukee,  whether  Information  on  the  mints 
would  be  of  sufficient  Interest  to  warrant  a display  and  also  whether  the 
subject  had  been  covered  at  any  of  the  conventions  he  had  attended. 
His  answers  Indicated  that  it  would  be  of  Interest  and  had  not  been 
covered.  With  this  encouragement  I wrote  the  Photographic  Service 
of  the  A.N.S.  in  New  York  for  pictures  of  the  original  mint  buildings, 
which  they  supplied,  with  the  exception  of  the  1854  San  Erancisco 
building.  This  picture  I obtained  through  the  courtesy  of  Roy  Hill  of  San 
Francisco. 

In  reading  through  various  encyclopedias  and  historical  reference  books 
In  both  Waukesha  and  Milwaukee  public  libraries,  I was  amazed  at  how 
little  information  was  available.  However,  by  combining  data  from  a 
variety  of  sources  I was  able  to  get  some  history  on  each  mint  which 
I had  typed  and  then  photographed  and  enlarged  to  show  white  on  black 
that  would  be  easily  readable,  if  anyone  cared  to  read  it.  It  is  superfluous 
to  say  I was  very  happy  that  this  modest  display  drew  the  attention 
of  the  judges  at  the  CSNS  Convention.  At  this  time  I wish  to  acknowl  edge 
the  assistance  and  advice  given  by  Mr.  Polzer  who  helped  me  greatly.
